est attention. A curious phase of the 
situation is fne severe critislsm re- 
gardless of party lines bestowed on 
Mr. Balfour's action in publishing his 
views and selling them in pamphlet 
form. 
The premier's keen sense of 


chivalry and honor Is far too deeply 
appreciated by all parties to ever per- 
mit the suggestion that he purposely 
adopted the doubtful practice. 


By Mr. Balfour's own admission, he 


is a "mere child In such matters." 
and his inexperience in business af- 


fairs now appears to have put him at 
the mercy of the publishers' of 
the 


pamphlet, who are coiaisg sjoney over 
the vital issue in national affairs. That 
M. Balfour will devote his portion of 
the proceeds to some charity is gen- 
erally assumed, but it is regretted that 
he did not mention some such Inten- 
tion in the preface of the pamphlet. 


The "Outlook" which is a warm sup- 


porter of the premier, declares Mr. 
Balfour's indiscretion "strikes a rude 
blow at one's reverence for the tra- 
ditions of English public life."

cause the word has been passed along 
the line that 
"Frawley, 
the 
hobo 


catcher, must be put away." 
The 


cause of all this animosity ia Fra»v- 
ley's activity in putting away danger- 
ous cnaracters from the Pennsylvania 
railroad for tne past six years. 


Frawiey was commissioned a "rail- 


road detective" by ex-Governor Voor- 
hees, and his jurisdiction extends to 
the uttermost parts of 
the 
state, 


wherever a railroad is operated. 


Frawley is a mild-mannered man, 


modest and unassuming, but is abso- 
lutely devoid of fear. He has had des- 
perate encounters with the most law- 
less characters that drift up and down 
the Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
beating 


their way and getting food, clothing, 
and money by stealing. For the 
ill 


will these men bear Frawley, his life 
is sought, and hardly a week passes 
that an attempt is not made to kill 
him. 


Only last iveek. frawley was shot 


while attempting to arrest a negro 
named Henry White. The apparently 
charmed life that the man possesses 
seems to have saved him. The bullet 
passed through his left arm, struck a 
rib. and glanced downward, passed in- 
to his hip 
The duel was a desperate 


one 
The participants wore only ten 


feet apurt. and eleven shots wore ex 
changed, the negro shooting to 
kill 


while Frawley aimed to main. Finally 
a ball from Frawley's gun struck the 
negro in the leg and he ran.

A week later lie walked into a

ticp two of his assailants.

In addition to the salary which the 


railroad pays Frawley, he gets fifty 
cents ror every arrest followed by con- 
viction 
As Frawley's daily haul is 


often over fifteen men, he is getting a 
good thing out of the job. but the 
danger is so great that no one is lay- 
ing away nights' scheming for the job. 


"People find a good deal of fault 


with me," said Frawley to a New York 
Times correspondent today. 
"They 


think that I arrest these men for the 
sake of the 50 cents, but that is not so. 
In the first place. 1 am pmployed by 
the railroad company to keep the line 
clear from tresspassers. and 1 am try- 
ing to do my duty 
I don't arrest 


every man whom I find stealing a ride. 
If I think he is a decent fellow and in 
hard luck.

from time to time NfcUive to women 
who were repotted to b*re been re- 
ceived into the Masonic orter-a few 
with a knowledge of their sex, but 
most by means of subterfuge. There 
are. however, authentic reports of the 
initiation of but one member of the 
sex. 
She was Mr«. AMworth, 
the 


youngest child and only daughter of 
Arthur St. Leger, created first Vis- 
count Doneraile, Ireland. June 23, 1703, 
and Elizabeth, daughter and heiress of 
John Haycc, of Winebelsea, 


She was born about 1713 and v.-as 


married to Richard Aldworth, of New- 
market, county Cork, -who was the son 
of Sir Richard Aldworth, provost mar- 
shal of Munster. 


The lodge in which she was initiated 


was No. 44 of Ireland. The warrant 
of lodge No. 44 was issued in 1735. It 
was a highly respectable lodge, includ- 
ing all the elite of the county around 
Doneraile. and Its meetings were held 
often under the presidency of Lord 
Doneraiie at his residence. 


It tsappened that on such an oc- 


casion the lodge was held in a room 
separated from another by stud and 
brickwork. 
The subject of 
this 


sketch, 'being probably giddy and 
thoughtless, determined to gratify her 
curiosity 
With a pair of scissors she 


removed a portion of a brick from toe 
wall and placed herseli so as to com- 
mand a full view of everything which 
occurred in the next room. 


In this position she witnessed the 


first two degrees' of Masonry, which 
was the extent of the proceedings of 
the lodge that night. From That she 
heard when the members of the lodge 
were about to separate for the first 
time she felt tremblingly alive to the 
awkwardness and danger of her smia 
tion and began to consider how sha 
could retire without observation 


She became nervous an<! agitati-d 


and stumbled against and overthrew a. 
cbair 


The crash was loud and t!>^ ijler of 


the lodge, who was in tlu- iybby gave 
the- alarm, burst open the door and 
with a light in one hand and s ilrr.un 
sword in the other appeared U> the now 
terrified younp woman 
He v\a& im- 


mediately joined by the members of 
the lodge present 
They for t)>« most 


part were furious at the tr£ur acUon. 
She was placed under guard of the 
t> ler and a member in the room 
in 


which she had been found. The mem- 
bers reassembled and deliberated for 
two hours as to v\ hat was, to be done. 


At length it was resolved to give the 


youiiR woman the option of submitting 
iu lie Masonic ordeal to the extent 
she had witnessed it. or, if she refused, 
the members were again to consult. 
Miss St. Ledger, exhausted and terri 
fied, yielded and was accordingly ini- 
tiated. The other inmates 
of tbe 


house were in perfect ignorance of the 
transaction.

Be it ordained by the council of the 


city of Lima, state of Ohio, as foi-

That the organized city po- 


ico force of the citv of Lima, Ohio, 
t-ha'l consist ot not less than eighteen 
t l M members and

wentj lour ( 2 ) ) members, the exact 
umber of which is to be annually ile- 
•^rnniiw] by a resolution of the board 
ii puMit safety, prior to the annual 
t-\y >>( taxes for municipal purposes 
Th>> words "repular city police force" 
is construed to 
mean 
those mem- 


bers of the regular city police force 
who are regularly and daily assigned 
Tor dutj 
and in case of the death, 


resignation or removal of any of the 
officei'b or members now constituting 
the present police force, such vacancy 
or vacancies shall be filled by the 
mayor from the list to him certified 
for that purpose by the board of pub- 
liclic «afoty 
in accordance with the 


provisions of tbe law for such cases 
made and provided 
There may also 


be appointed by the mayor, in case of

state, to apprehend any and all per- 
sons in the act of committing any of-
